The recollec- 
tion of the elder Davis’ public speeches 
and addresses to juries is everywhere 
in Clarksburg. He fought the cor- 
porations, both in politics and in the 
courts. When he fought. he fought 
hard. If he was in a fight at all, 
he always thought of his opponent as 
the incarnate spirit of evil. 

The younger Davis has less of this 
kind of fiery passion, although some 
of his old neighbors say it is in him, 
merely held in check by a_ well-dis- 
ciplined mind, and by the long practice 
of restraint in arguing cases before 
high courts of appeals. The old 
Clarksburg neighbors say there is the 
possibility of fiery zeal in John W. 
Davis and that the national politicians 


say it will need to come out if he is | 


to win the election this year. 

The temperament that Davis habit- 
ually shows the world, the more calm- 
ly disciplined mind than his father’s, 
came to him from his mother. She 
was Scotch, too; but the more dour 
Scotch, with something of the Cove- 
nanter strain, of which Woodrow Wil- 
son had some. She was the affection- 
ate, but very firm parent who gave 
Davis his earliest start in education 
toward an orderly and_ disciplined 
mind. If the old photographs of 
Davis’ mother becomes campaign ma- 
terial, they will help him sentiment- 
ally—she will remind so many of the 
typical American mother of a little 
over a generation ago. 

Also, there is an old photograph of 
Davis’ grandfather that will make a 


paign managers use it. That only 
grandfather is a duplicate of Andrew 
Jackson—strong, deep lines which the 
older photographers did not take pains 
to soften; high forehead, high cheek 
bones, overhanging brow, heavy eye- 
brows, piercing eyes, and hair in a 
porcupine pompadour. That picture 
of Davis’ grandfather looks more like 
Andrew Jackson’s temperament and 
character than Jackson’s own pie- 
tures do. 
Youth Not Luxurious. 

There is a legend about the coun- 
try that Davis had an exceptionally 
superior early education and that is 
true. But there is from this legend 
an inference to the effect that Davis 
grew up in luxury, and that is gro- 
tesquely untrue. Davis’ sound early 
education was due to the mother who 
had him studying Latin at home be: 
fore he was nine, and to his own 
diligence and application. Davis, as 
a youth, spent a year teaching a 
little private country school in dis- 
tant Kentucky at $25 a month and 
his board—and saved more than half 
of it to give himself a further year 
of education. Another year in his 
early twenties he spent teeching in a 
West Virginia college. Davis’ family 
had the position and the’standards of 
a leading citizen in a rural county 
seat tewn of 3,000 or 4,000. Those 
standards were hich, but they didn’t 
include wealth. They hardly even in- 
cluded what today woud be called 
ease. The kind of law practice the 
elder Davis had was of the best there 
was in the town, but probably most 
of, it was line fence suits between 
quarreling farmers, and damage suits 
for cows killed on the railroad. 

Developed In Small City. 

until 20 years or 80 
ago,.when coal and oil were devel- 
oped, that Clarksburg grew from a 
town of a few thousand to upward of 
20,000. It was in so small a town 
as that. for Clarksburg is now only 
about 30,000, that John W. Davis 
made himself one of the three or four 
best lawyers in America, It was in 
that little town and in those early 
years that Davis became all the law- 
yer he is. After he left Clarksburg 
in 1910 to come to congress. he had 
no further law practice until he be- 
eame solicitor-general of the United 
States. And that position was given 
to him by Woodrow Wilson because 
Wilson knew then, and the members 
of the supreme court knew, the kind 
of lawyer Davis was. 

What John W. Davis did in Clarks- 
burg is like what the Mayo brothers 
did in medicine in the little town of 
Rochester, Minn. There is in this 
food for reflection and imitation by 
a good many boys in small towns who 
mistakenly look too longingly toward 
the big cities.

The bill 
was favorably reported Monday morn- 
ing by the senate general judiciary 
committee No. 2, and read for the 
second time, It will be ready for a 
third reading and final action by the 
senate today, the house already hav- 
ing passed it.

Klan, Davis approved at length the 
plank in the party platform for re- 
ligious freedom, saying that “no dis- 
aster that the mind can picture equals 
in its hideous possibilities the coming 
in this country of a separation of its 
citizenship into discordant groups 
along racial or religious lines.” 

In another portion of his address he 
linked up the rise of the klan, without 
naming it, “the prevalent distrust” 
into which he said the government has 
fallen. 

Takes Slap at Klan. 

“Ont of this and because of it,” he 
said in this connection, ‘‘there has de- 
veloped an alarming tendency to take 
the administration of the law out of 
the hands of constituted officials and 
to execute its processes through in- 
dividuals or through organized s0- 
cieties, by methods little different 
from those of private revenge.” 

In his attack on the administration, 
Davis singled out for a vigorous on- 
slaught the disagreement between 
President Coolidge and his leaders in 
congreass. 

“Whenever before did a party In 
control of the executive and of a ma- 
jority in both houses of congress pre- 
sent so pitiable a spectacle of discord 
and division? An executive who can-

He said, until this country enters 
the league. he regarded it as the duty 
of the president to cooperate officially 
in all endeavors, whether they come 
from the league or other sources, to 
lessen the prospect of war and to aid 
in other wars. 

“If I become president of the United 
States, America will sit as an equal 
among equals, whenever she sits at 
all,” he declared. 

Promise Aid te Farmers. 

“Turning to the farmers, Davis said 
the democrats “promise not patron- 
age, but such laws and such admin- 
istration of the laws ag will, enable 
them to prosper in their own right.” 
He characterized the attempt to aid 
the farmer by a tariff on his products 
as “the baldest political false pre- 
tense.” 

“Believing that no people are truly 
free who are unjustly taxed, we prom- 
ise to the people of America not only 
revision and reform, but a further re- 
duction in the taxes that weigh them 
down and sap the vigor of their pro- 
ductive energy.” Davis said, taking up 
this problem. 

“The rates of the income tax should 
be further lowered. Unnecessary tax- 
ation is unjust taxation, no matter 
on whom the burden falls. I am 
ready to agree that there is no right. 
in government to tax any man beyond 
its needs solely because he is rich, 
and yet I stoutly hold that every dic- 
tate of reasor and morality supports 
the rule that those who derive from 
the common effort of society a greater 
share cf its earnings thar their fel- 
lows mus: contribute to the support 
of the state a proportionately larger 
share of that which they have re- 
ceived.” : 

Must Net Impair Labor Rights.

in the measure as passed by the house.

~he other measure abolishes the fee 
system in Chatham, Bibb, DeKaih, 
Muscogee and Richmond counties if 
the voters so decide at a referendum 
set for September 10. 
Bills Read Second Time. 

All appropriation bills in the hands 
of senate committees were withdrawn 
from committees, read a second time, 
and ordered recommitted on motion of 
Senator Lankford, of the fifteenth 
district. 

On motion of Senator Johns, one of 
the authors of the bill, consideration 
of a measure for recording contracts 
of cooperative associations, was post- 
poned indefinitely. The bill had been 
made a special order for 11 o'clock, 
following adjournment of an hour. 

By refusal to adopt the favorable 
committee report, the senate rejected 
a bill providing for payment of a sal- 
ary to the attorney general for serv- 
ing as a member of the industrial com- 
mission. 

Act on Appropriations. 

At a session occupying most of 
Monday afternoon the senate appro- 
priations committee agreed on favor- 
able reports for a number of appro- 
priations, leaving a number of other 
bills for consideration today. 

Before going into executive session 
the committee heard half a dozen 
delegations in behalf of various appro- 
priations. 

The sum of $1,911.54, a deficiency 
appropriation for the Home for Men- 
tal Defectives at Gracewood, near 
Augusta, will be recommended. 

Under the terms of the committee 
report the State Service Bureau will 
get $5,000. 

The Schol for the Blind at Macon 
will get $4,000 for the purchase of a 
pipe organ. 

The sum of $5,000 will be recom- 
meded to provide for the inspection 
of calcium arsenate, $1,000 of this 
sum going to increase the salary of 
the state chemist from $3,000 to 
£4,000. 

An appropriation will be favorably 
reported for $10,000 for the Alto 
sanitarium to be paid out of the build- 
ing fund. : 

$24,000 for Revenue Bureau. 

The department of revenue is to get 
$24,000 for the remainder of this year 
and $48,000 next year but the com- 
mittee approved an amendment pro- 
viding that this money can only be 
made available from a fund to be 
known as the “delinquency penalty 
fund.” 

The senate committe increased the 
house appropriation of $15,000 _ to 
£30,000 for the State Board of Ento- 
mology for use in fighting insects 
and diseases attacking peaches and 
pecans and other products of the 
state. 

The committee deferred until to- 
day a proposed appropriation of $15.- 

to extend water mains to the 
Training Schol for Girls near Atlanta. 
Senator Moore was charged with the 
duty of writing a substitute for the 
bill. 

No action was taken on the re- 
guest of the Georgia Agricultural col- 
lege for a total of $55,000 for main- 
tenance and extension service. The 
bill proposing to appropriate $5,000 
to meet the federal appropriation pro- 
vided under the Shepard-Towner act 
for a better babies hygiene also was 
not reached at Monday’s session. 
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When a store keeper is sued for 
injuries received by a customer who 
slips and falls on the floor in the 
store, the defendant cannot claim | 
negligence on the part of the plain- 
tiff, in filing a demurrer, according 
to a decision of the Georgia court of 
appeals. Charges of negligence on 
the part of the plaintiff may be intro- 
duced as a aefense, at the hearing 
of the suit, it was held, but it is 
not necessary for the plaintiff to dis- 
prove the charge until after evidence 
to sustain it has been introduced in 
court. 

The case was that of Mrs. E. A. 
Wood. who brought suit against the 
F. W. Woolworth company for dam- 
ages of $25,100, which she alleges 
she received when she fell to the 
floor of the defendant's store at 11 
Whitehall street, after stepping in 
some floor oil which had been spilled, 
or improperly applied to the floor. 

The Fulton court overruled the de- 
fendant’s general demurrer and the 
higher tribunal upheld the action of 
the trial judge.

Raps Greed in Government. 

Many and grave are the problems 
of the hour, and all the resources of 
patriotism and statesmanship at our 
command will be taxed in their solu- 
tion.

Sees G. 0. P. Revolt. 


T do not believe that the millions of 

sincere and patriotic men and women 
who have composed the rank and file 
of the republican party are more 
ready to condone these and similar 
offenses or to pardon the offenders 
than those of other political faiths. 
Indeed, their indignation has perhaps 
a sharper edge, for it is coupled with 
the chagrin that must follow from the 
knowledge that under authority is- 
sued in their name corrupt men have 
crept to places of power and then be- 
trayed the trust that placed them 
there. 


There are circumstances, however, 
which spread responsibility for the ef- 
fect of these things upon the public 
confidence beyond the list of the crim- 
inals themselves. There is, first. the 
fact that the revelation of these crimes 
was not the result of any action taken 
by the executive. No burning indig- 
nation there put in train the forces 
of investigation and of punishment. 
The disclosures came only as the re- 
sult of the painstaking effort of faith- 
ful public servants in the legislative 
branch of the government who could 
not close their eyes evep when others 
chose to slumber. Again, when dis- 
covery was threatened, instead of aid 
and assistance from the _ executive 
branch there were hurried efforts to 
suppress testimony, to discourage 
witnesses, to spy upon investigators 
and finally, by trumped-up indictment, 
to frighten and deter them from the 
pursuit.

Criticised Exposers. 


Different perhaps in moral quality, 
but hardly less painful to the country, 
has been the attitude of some of those 
in, high places whose effort it has been 
to weaken the effect of these exposures 
by erying out not against the guilty 
but. against those who exposed them.

Shall we 
forget that no taint of dishonesty or 
corruption has ever attached to any 
man who held public ofifce during 
that great struggle or to any man who 
continued to hold office under the 
federal government until. March 4, 
1921? Shell shock was late indeed in 
arriving if it is to be put forward now 
as the excuse for these gross mis- 
deeds.

Raps Mellon Tax Bill, 


When a _ reduction 
of income taxes could no longer be 
denied, the country 
with the Mellon bill, offered by the 
administration to the people as the 
last word on that subject. When it 
met the test of impartial analysis 
here, too, there appeared the motive 
to favor the few possessors of swollen 
incomes beyond the many of moderate 
means.

He knows as well as any 
eronomist can tell him. that the price 
he gets for his surplus crop depends 
upon conditions at the place cf sale , 
and he realizes that his permanent 
prosperity depends not upon the de- 
crease through crop shortages of the 
qnantity he has to sell, but upon fhe 
restoration and expansion of the 
merkets to which his goods must go. 
When he faces, as many do today, im- 
pending bankruptcy and ruin, it Is 
emall comfurt to be told by those 
who are so solicitous to protect other 
industry from all possible competition 
that the farmer’s salvation lies wholly 
with himself.

Promises New Tax Cut. 

Believing that no people are truly 
free who are unjustly taxed, we prom- 
ise to the people of America not only 
revision and reform. but a_ furrher 
reduction in the taxes that weigh them 
down and sap the vigor of their pro- 
ductive energy. ‘The exorbitant rates 
and discriminatory provisions of the 
present tariff law must be wiped out, 
and in. their place must be written, 
with fairness to all and favors to 
none, a statute designed primarily to 
raise revenue for the support of the 
government and framed on a _ truly 
competitive basis. We have no hostile 
design toward any legitimate indus- 
try; we purpose no action that woukd 
tear down or destroy. But we are 
resolved that the laying and collecting 
of taxes shall remain a public and not 
a )rivate business and that monopoly 
shall find no section of the law behind 
which to hide itself. The rates of the 
income tax should be further lowered. 
Unnecessary taxation is unjust taxa- 
tion no matter on whom the burden 
falls. I am ready to agree that there 
is no right in government to tax any 
man beyond its needs solely because 
he is rich: and yet [I stoutly hold 
that every dictate of reason and mor- 
ality supports the rule that those 
who derive from the common effort 
of society a greater share of its earn: 
ings than their fellows must con- 
tribute to the support of the state 4 
proportionately larger share of that 
whick they have received. Nor will 
we overlook the sound distinction 
which exists in principle. between 
those incomes gathered without effort 
from invested capital, and those which 
are the product of exertion day’ by 


ay. 

And with reduction, indeed as 4a 
condition precedent to it, there must 
be economy in every part of the gov- 
ernmental establishment. I shall if 
elected welcome the opportnnity to 
support and strengthen the beginnings 
which have been made in the direc- 
tion of a national budget and to co- 
operate with congress to that end. We 
must have, in addition, an economy 
which consists not merely in securing 
a dollar’s worth for every dollar 
spent, but that far less popular form 
of. economy which imitates the pru- 
dent householder in doing without 
things one wishes but cannot at the 
time afford. Economy, however, be- 
gins at the wrong end when it attacks 
the pay of government employees, who 
are justly entitled to pay equal to 
that they would receive from privaic 
employers for similar work. Every 
business executive knows that under- 
psid service is the dearest o1 all. 

Will Enforce Law. 

To the enforcement of the law, and 
all the law, we stand definitely 
pledged. We shall enforce it as fear- 
lessly against wealth that endeavors 
to restrain trade and create monopoly, 
as against poverty that counterfeits 
the currency: as vigorously against 
ambition which seeks to climb fo office 
through the corrupt use of money as 
against the lesser greed that robs the 
mails. For no reason that is ap- 
prrent to me the question has heen 
asked, as perhaps it will continue to 
be asked: until it has been definitely 
answered, what views I hold con.

val will find means to make itself 
heard, I am serenely confident. 

Until that day arrives I deem it 
the duty of the chief executive to 
cooperate officially by every means 
at his command with all legitimate 
endeavors, whether they come from 
the league or from any other course, 
to lessen the prospect of future war; 
to aid in repairing the ravages of the 
wars that are past’ to promote disarm- 
ament and to advance the well-being 
of mankind. Equally, too, his duty 
and the duty of congress, burdensome 
as it may be, to maintain the means 
of adequate national defense until rea- 
son is permitted to take the place of 
force; we cannot throw away the 
sword when other scabbards are not 
empty. Nor can I reconcile it with 
my ideas of the dignity of a great na- 
tion to be represented at international 
gatherings only under the poor pre- 
tense of * unofficial observation.” If 
l become president of the United 
States, America will sit as an equal 
among equals whenever she sits at all.

This brief outline of the views and 
purposes of the party as I understand 
them might well serve all the de- 
mands of this occasion, but in the 
platform we have adopted I find a 
further declaration concerning which 
my own convictions are too profound 
for silence. We have taken occasion 
to reaffirm our belief in the constitu- 
tional guarantees of religious free- 
dom, and to deplore and condemn any 
effort from whatever source to arouse 
racial or religious dissension in this 
coontry. Such a declaration every 
right-thinking American must _ in- 
dorse. No disaster that the mind can 
picture equals in its hideous possibili- 
ties the coming in this country- of a 
separation of its citizenship into dis- 
cordant groups along racial or -relig- 
ious lines. Nothing would so utterly 
destroy our happiness and recurity at 
home and our dignity and influence 
abroad. Let us thank God with rev- 
erence that those who builded the in- 


document is excluded from his vow. 


An administrative officer is no more, 


entitled to choose what statutes he 
will or will not enforce than is a cit- 
izen to choose what laws he will or 
will not obey. As well might he ask 
to strike from the Ten Commandments 
those he was not inclined to keep. 
Obedience to the law is the first duty 
Oi every good citizen, whether he be 
rich or whether he be poor; enforce- 
ment of the law against every vio- 
lator, rich or poor, is the solemn ob- 
ligation of every official. 


Indorses World Court. 

But all that we do will be undone; 
all that we build will be torn down; 
all that we hope for will be denied, 
unless in conjunction with the rest 
of mankind we can lift the burden of 
vast armaments which now weighs 
upon the world and silence the re- 
curring threat of war. This we shall 
not do by pious wishes or fervid 
rhetoric. We will not contribute to 
it as a nation simply by offering to 
otbers, no more concerned than our- 


heritance we enjoy dealt with that 
question and settled it long ago. Let 
it be said to the immortal glory of 
those who founded the province of 
Maryland tha: religious freedom on 
this side of the water began with the 
toleration act which they adopted in 
1649, It broadened with the years 
until it was written into the consti- 
tution in language too plain to be 
mistaken that in this happy land of 
ours every man might, without loss 
Or threat of loss, without lessening or 
threat of lessening, his civic, social or 
political rights, worship in his own 
way and fashion the one God and Fa- 
ther of us all. This toleration runs 
not only to the creed professed by a 
majority but to every creed, no mat- 
ter how numerous or how few its ad- 
herents, It was written, too, that 
church and state should be forever so 
far separate that neither the right 
nor the duty of public service should 
be diminished or enlarged by the re- 
ligious belief of any man. It is the 


selves, our unsolicited advice. Provi- 
dence does not give the gifts of peace 
to those who will not labor to achieve 
them. In the name of the demo- 
cratic party, therefore, I promise to 
the country that no enterprise sin- 
cerely directed to this end will lack 
our approvel and cooperation. We 
favor the world court in sincerity 
and not merely for campaign pur- 
poses or as an avenue of escape from 
the consideration of larger questions. 
We believe it a real advance toward 
the peaceful settlement of interna- 
tional disputes; an advance from 
which Amerfeca cannot turn away 
without proving herself false to the 
teaching of a century. We wish to 
see America as a nation play her 
part in that reconstruction of the 
economic life of Europe which has 
proven itself so indispensable to our 
own well-being and prosperity. We 
are ready for any conference on dis- 
armament, provided it is so general in 
its membership and so wide in its 
scope as to be able to deal broadly 
with so broad a theme. We do ot 
and we eannot accept the dictum un- 
authorized by any expression of popu- 
lar will that the league of nations is a 
closed incident so far as we are con- 
cerned. We deny the right of any 
man to thus shut the gates of the 
future against us and to write the 
fatal word “never” across the face 
of our foreign policy. 

My own beliefs on this particular 
subject have been so frequently avow- 
ed, and sre I believe so well under- 
stood, as hardly to need repetition. I 
yield to no man in my resolve to main- 
tain America’s independence, or in my 
unwillingness to involve her in the 
quarrels of other nations. Yet, from 
the day when the proposal was first 
put ferward J] believed that Ameri- 
ean duty and American interests« alike 
demanded our joining, as a free and 
equal people, the other free peoples 
of the world in this enterprise. Noth- 
ing that has since occurred has shak- 
en me in that belief. On the contrary, 
the march of events has shown not 
only that the league has within it 
the seed of sure survival but that it 
is destined more and more to become 
the bulwark of peace and order te 
mankind. Fifty-four nations now sit 
around its council table. Ireland. I 
rejoice to say, has shaken off her 
long snbjection, and once more a na- 
tion hae made her entry into the 
leagne the sien and symbol of her 
clorions gebirth. The time cannot he 
far distant when Germany will take 
the «eat to which she is richtly en- 
titled. Russia and Turkey will make 
the roll, with one exception. entire 
and complete. None of the nations ip 
all this lengthening list have parted 
with their sovereignty or sacrificed 
their inderendence. or have imnerilled 
by their presence their safety at home 
or their security abroad. IT canret 
reconcile their experience with the 
fears of those who dread a different 
fate for the Tinited States. 


Deeds Are of Consequence. 
There are in this country sincere 
minds who oppose both the world| 
court and the league and. indeed, any 
organic contact with other nations, 
becanse they wish the United States 
to live a purely opportunist life. They 
wish no obligation at any time to any 
other powers, even the slender obli- 
gation to consult and to confer. I 
h ¢ even though 
; for, on 


solemn duty of every believer in 
American institutions to oppose any 
challenge of this sacred doctrine, or- 
ganized or unorganized, under what- 
ever name or in whatever character 
it may appear. 

From one who aspires to the presi- 
dency, however, a declaration even 
more direct than this may be righr- 
fully be expected. I wish, therefore, 
not merely to denounce bigotry, in- 
tolerance and race prejudice as alien 
to the spirit of America, I wish also 
to state how and in what way the 
views I entertain are to influence my 
actions, Into my hands will fall, 
when I am elected, the power to ap- 
point thousands of persons to, office 
under the federal government. When 
that time arrives I shall set up no 
standard of religious faith or racial 
origin as a qualification for any of- 
fice. My only ingens concerning any 
appointee will be whether he is hon- 
est, whether he is competent, wheth- 
er he is faithful to the constitution. 
No selection to be made by me will 
be dictated, inspired or influenced by 
the race or creed of the appointee. 

No Favors for Sale. 

One word more and I am done, and 
this of a personal character. It is 
known of all men that the nomina- 
tion which you tender me was not 
mad. of my seeking. It comes, I am 
proud to believe, as the unanimous 
wish of one of the most deliberative 
conventions in American history, © 
which weighed in the balance with 
soberness my too scanty virtues and 
my manifold shortcomings. It is aot 
for me to reject so clear a call to 
duty. I am happy, however, in the 
thonght that it finds me free from 
pledge or promise to any living man, 
I shall hold it so to the end, Per- 
haps my sense of obligation is all the 
greater because of these things. ‘To 
those who saw fit to present my name 
to the convention for its considera: 
tion, and to the delegates to that 
convention who accepted me, am 
under a duty to justify their choice 
which I fully realize; to the party 
which honors me with its leadership 
I owe every effort which my faculties 
will allow; and to my fellow country- 
men whose support you bid me to 
solicit I owe the duty, first, to speak 
the truth as I see it, without fear, 
favor or evasion, and then so to r 
myself that every person in the land, 
no matter how bigh or how humble,. 
may feel that he has in me a friend, 
and that every citizen may know thar 
he ean look to his government for 
unflinching honesty in thought ana 
action. When it becomes necessary, 
as no doubt it will, to raise funds for 
the conduct of the campaign Ww 
be contributed with this understand- 
ing and this only: that neither the 
democratic party nor I as its leader 
have any favors for sale. We can 
make but one promise to all men 
alike, that of an honest, an impartial 
and, so far as human wisdom will 
permit, a just government. 

To these things, Mr. Chairman, I 
pledge myself. In the struggle to s-- 
cure them I invoke the support of all 
patriotic men and women to whom 
country is greater than party, honor 
more sacred than expediency and the 
tight dearer than personal gain or © 
all things else beside.

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Text of S peech by Senator Thomas Walsh 
Notifying John W. Davis of His Nomination 


Mr. Davis: 

My associates and I, members of « 
committee, in which are represented 
the forty-eight states of the union 


as well as the territories and posses- 
sions, have been delegated formally to 
announce to you your nomination by 
the unanimous voice of the national 
democratic convention lately as- 
semble. In the city of New York as 
the candidate of the party for which it 
was authorized to speak, for the of- 
fice of president of the United Statex. 
On behalf of the committee I ap- 
prise you of that action taken on the 
9th day of July, 1924, the sixteenth 
after the session opened and after the 
convention had fruitlessly balloted 102 
times. 

The occasion was signalized not 
alone by its protracted character— 
no similar assembly having approach- 
ed in that respect—but as well by the 
high purposes and deep convictions 
actuating the delegates and by the in- 
tensity of the passions aroused by tha 
fierce struggles featurcd, from which 
you happily were quite removed. The 
tumultuous applause which broke 
forth as the convention, with one com- 
mon accord, acclaimed you its choice 
but reflected the conviction generally 
expressed by friends and foes alike 
that a leader had been found eminent- 
ly fitted by character, training and 
experience for the high office for 
which he was named, worthy of the 
best traditions of the party of Jef- 
ferson, Madison, Jackson and Wilson, 
two of whom at least have never been 
equalled in our line of presidents in 


since retiring to private life you

eral action the unspeakable evils of 
the liquor traffic. 

The entire program of remedial leg- 
islation entered upon when the Wilson 
edministration assumed control of our 
national affairs had your cordial ap- 
proval and support, As a member of 
the house committee on the judiciary 
you were intimately identified with 
the anti-trust legislation known as 
the Clayton act, sometimes referred to 
eu labor's Magna Charta, the princl- 
ples of which you had so eloquentiy 
supported in the preceding congress, 
and with its counterpart, the federal 
trade commission act, the most po- 
tent agency of government for re- 
pressing practices leading to monopoly 
and for enforcing decency in business 
methods.

The work of these men, and 
the able assistance given ‘them by 
other leaders, is exerting a beneficial 
influence throughout the state, regard- 
less of the fact that this most con- 
structive bill was not brought to a 
vote last week. Only the opponents 
of the measure wanted the vote to be 
taken in the hotise on Saturday when 
a bare majority of the membership 
was present, but there seems to be 


proper functioning of the state -board 
of forestry, and this is essentially the 
companion bill for the measure which 
has passed the senafe and is now 
before the house of representatives. 
Both bills deal with the same sub- 
ject of forestry, in the same coopera- 
tive and educative spirit, and there- 
fore The Constitution urges that the 
house of representatives do now 
amend the Mundy bill so as to incor- 
porate the essential Rountree-Haddock 
bill, for with these combined measures 
enacted into law, Georgia will have an 
adequate state policy on forestry 
which will be second to none in 
America. 

A conference between Senator 
Mundy and Representatives Rountree 
and Haddock has already resulted in 
an agreement to combine these two 
forestry bills, and with this substi-

Professor W. Franklin Jones, of 
the department of education in the 
University of South Dakota, invent- 
ed a kind of gauge for the measure- 
ment of the “ulna plus,” that is, the 
length of the forearm bone which 
forms the tip of the elbow, plus the 
length of the hand to the knuckle. This 
meusurement is found ta be a little 
greater for the left arm if the child 
is left-handed. Professor Jones said, 
about 10 years ago, “the moment we 
contemplate the effect of um ansference. 
we must first ascertain the effect upon 
the speech connection, which is great- 
ly dependent upon the arms. The 
fact that I have found a larger number 
of feeble-minded individuais and stut- 
terers than statistics would lead me 
to expect, among the thousands of 
children J] have examined, causes me 
to fear any transfer from one arm to 
another.” | 

Now it is an anatomical fact that 
the brain centers which control the 
movements of the arm, and particu- 
larly the centers for the fine or skill- 
ful movements of the fingers, are in- 
timately related with the center for 
speech. These centers are on the left 
side of the cerebrum in right-handed 
persons. That is, centers in the left 
brain control the right side of the 
body. and speech. In left-handed per- 
sons the speech center is en the right 
side of the brain close to the centers 
which control movements of the left 
arm and hand. 

Nature seems to intend that 96 per 
cent of us shall be right-handed and 
4 per cent left-handed.

While the vessel was 
in port at Savannah, he was granted 
shore leave for a few hours, and on 
returning to the wharf to rejoin his 
ship, which was due to sail, he was 
stopped at the gate to the wharf by 
a watchman who refused to recognize 
him as an employee and denied him 
admittance. 

In the struggle which followed, Hol- 
liday was hit over the bead by a stick 
of wood wielded by the watchman, and 
died from his injuries. 

In upholding the action of the lower 
court, which had sustained the defend- 
ant’s demurrer, the appellate court

EXPERT TO STUDY 
TOBACCO - DISEASE 
CAUSES AND CURES 


An expert of the Georgia State Col- 
lege of Agriculture is to be assigned 
to the exclusive work of finding 
Leauses and cures of tobacco dis- 
eases, it was announced Monday 
by E. C. Westbrook, head of the to- 
bacco, development work for the ex- 
tension department of the college. 

Mr. Westbrook stated that the first 
week of the season had demonstrated 
on a wide scale the benefit to the 
staple from use of an “8-3-5” fertilizer 
with a heavier content of potash 
than the “8-3-3” mixture which had 
been in general use before the state 
college began experimenting on better 
tobacco methods. 

A tobacco experiment station has 
been established at Tifton, where im- 
proved fertilizing and _ cultivating 
methods especially adapted to south 
Georgia soil and climate are being 
worked out, The newfertilizer formu- 
la was the most important of the -ex- 
periment station’s contributions to 
the industry last year, putting this 
year’s crop in better condition to re- 
sist disease and unfavorable weather 
conditions. 

The state college has financed most 
of its tobacco experiment work with a 
special appropriation of $5,000 made 
by congress last year.

Cleveland, (hio, August 12.— 
‘TheMicky Walker-Benny Leonard 
bout, scheduled for New York Au- 
gust 20, will have to be postponed 
for at least a month.

Olmypic Arena, Cleveland, August 
11.—(By the Associated Press.)— 
Benny Leonard, world’s lightweight 
champion, defending his title for the 
first time in eleven months, easily 
defeated Pal Moran, New Orleans 
challenger, in a 10-round no-decision 
contest here tonight. A _ tabulation 
by the ring-side experts gave Leon- 
ard nine of the 10 rounds while the 
sixth went to Moran. 

e champion, boxing with his old- 
time skill and dash, so far outclassed 
Moran that the result never was in 
doubt. Leonard blocked perfectly and 
danced away from Moran’s wild rights 
whenever the challenger dared to carry 
the fight. 

The victory, however, may prove 
costly to Leonard, as he dislocated the 
thumb of his right hand in the fourth 
round. ‘This injury may force him to 
suspend training in preparation for 
his match with Micky Walker, world’s 
welterweizht champion, scheduled for 
ten days later. The damaged thumb 
was encased in splints as Leonard sat 
in his corner after the fight. 

Billy Gibson, the champion’s man- 
ager, said tonizht he could not deter- 
mine what effect Leonard's injury 
would have on his training for Walker 
until an examination can be made to- 
morrow. 

Leonard convinced his admirers 
that he had lost none of his speed as 
a result of his lavoff of nearly a year. 
His judgment of distance was marvel- 
ously accurate and he whipped over 
his punches in championship form. 


Had Moran on Run. 


The champion continually had Mo- 
ran on retreat, except for the sixth 
round, to escape a possible knockout. 
In the eighth he drove Moran to the 
ropes under a smashing attack, caus- 
ing the New Orleans lightweight to 
sag as a result of solid punches to 
the head.

New York, August 11.—Steady ac- 
cumulation of the high grade railroad 
shares, eleven of which established 
new high prices for the year, was the 
outstanding features of today’s stock 
market. Although several points of 
heaviness developed in other sections 
of the list, the market appeared to 
have resumed its upward trend, bull- 
ish demonstrations being successfully 
conducted in a number of specialties, 
particularly the baking issues. 

‘Reports that the allied and German 
experts on reparation had come to an 
agreement on the Dawes program had 
a bullish effect on sentiment and 
which directly was responsible for the 
strength of the foreign exchanges, de- 
mand sterling moving up 3 3-4 cents 
to a new 1924 high at 4.57 3-4. Trade 
news was mixed in character, but 
largely favorable. A better demand 
was noted for steel, pig iron, zinc and 
copper with indications of a stiffen- 
ing price tendency. 

Brokers reported a good investment 
demand tor the dividend paying rails 
shares with increased buying for 
Dutch and British aecount. Merger 
rumors also contributed to the 
strength of these issues, Jersey Cen- 
tral being the outstanding feature with 
an extreme gain of 14 5-4 pvints over 
Saturday’s final quotations. Orher 
issues to break through their previous 
high prices for the year were Lacka- 
watina, Delaware and Hudson, At- 
lantic Coast Line, Louisville and 
Nashville, Union Pacific common and 
preferred, New York Central, (Ca-

Omaha, the gains ranging from one 
to nearly 3 1-2 points. 

Nickel Plate closed 1 1-4 points 
higher at 114 1-4, but Erie, Chesa- 
peake and Ohio, and Pere Marquette 
lost ground, Active buying also took 
place in hand of Rock Island, St.

Baking issues made a quick response 
to reports of high earnings, General 
Baking soaring 13 1-2 points to 130 
1-2, a new peuk price, on reports that 
the company had purchased a years 
supply of wheat at the summer's low 
price. Loose Wiles and National Bis- 
cuit also bettered their previous high 
prices. Additional highs were record- 
ed by National Lead, Foundation 
company. Montgomery Ward, Pull- 
man, Wells-Fargo, American Radiator 
and Sloss-Sheffield Steel. 

Trading in the oil shares was rather 
listless, as a result of the omission 
of dividends by two Standard Oil 
units and another cut.in Gulf Coast 
crude prices. Sugars responded to 
predictions of higher commodity prices. 

Call money ruled unchanged at 
per cent. ‘Time money was slightiy 
easier with 60-day funds available at 
2 to 21-4 per cent, and 90-day paper 
establishing a new low price of 21-2 
per cent, although 235-4 also was ob- 
tained. Four months maturities were 
quoted at 23-4 to 3 per cent, six 
months at 3 to 31-4, and _ longer 
terms running as high as 31-2, Com- 
mercial paper rates developed a wide 
range, with some exceptionally strong 
names discounting as low as 3 per 
cent,

More Evidence Found 
Of Common Ancestry

Toronto, August 11.—Further evi- 
dence of the common ancestry of the 
anthropoid ape and man was afford- 
ed. by the recent discovery in northern 
India of the teeth of three lower 
jaws of fossilized apes. Professor 
W. K. Gregory, of the Columbia unt- 
versity, today told the British Associ- 
ation for the Advancement of Science. 
‘Lhe find was mada by Barnum Brown, 
vf the American Museum of Natural 
History. 

“The distinctive markings of the 
lower molars have been traced in de- 
tril into the molar crown patterns 
of each of the existing anthropoids 
and also into those of primitive hu- 
man types,” said Professor Gregory. 
“These facts strongly support Dar- 
win’s view that man is an off-shoort 
from the antropoid stem.”
